When the brief 
ceremony ended, the Germans imme- 
diately left the Trianon hotel for their 
place of residence.

Delegation Heard 

The matter caused a lengty dis-

It was 
said by Chairman Douglas that the 
board had never dennitel dopted 
the’ principle of Tuniig Up poTitmen r 
according to seniority as was stated 
by the delegation but while the prin- 
ciple. had been followed in many 
cases, there was nothing laid, down on 
the books that the principle should be 
followed in its entirety. ‘ 

Chairman Douglas took objection to 
a letter addressed to the board by the 
Teacher’a Club, in which the State- 
ment of “flagrant violation” was used. 
He hardly thought that such phrase- 
ology should be addressed to a trustee 
board and he considered the time had 
come when the board should take a 
stand on such criticism. 

In regard to the appointment of 
teachers, Mr. Douglas remarked that 
careful attention had always been 
made by the board in regard to sen!- 
ority, qualification and the production 
of the local staff and but on few oc- 
casions had appointments been fill- 
ed outside the city wnen the possibili- 
ties had been offered locally. 

Spokesman Is Heard 

J. A. Scoffield, speaking on behalf 
of the delegation said that some time 
ago, teacher representatives had ap- 
neared before the board and were led 
to understand that members of the 
local staff, in the matter of promo- 
tion, would have seniority respected. 
Also that when vacancies occurred 
for higher positions they would be 
notified in order to make application. 
Since that time, Mr. Scoffield remark- 
ed, many appointments had been 
made to high school posts and in 
practically every case, outsiders had 
been given the positions without local 
teachers getting the chance, Had 
these appointees been returned men, 
then no objection would have been 
‘raised—but they were not. He said 
that seven appointments had been 
given to outsiders when local men 
ought have been promoted. 

The matter of placing all women 
teachers, above grade nine, on the 
game ecale as the men brought a mo 
tion from Dr. Crang, that all women 
teachers on the permanent teaching 
staff be included in the new regu.a- 
tion, Dr. Crang remarked that an 
equalization of salaries would have 
to come sooner or later, and he would 
like the board to decide the matter 
now. His motion, however, was not 
carried. ' 

Parents Association Heard. 

The Parent Teacher's As<ociation 
‘ representing residents from the H. A. 
Grey school district aske! that im- 
provements be made to the echo»!

OTTAWA, May 1.—With the excep- 
tion of an amendment by Hume Cro- 
nyn, London, the immigration bill 
passed the committee in the house to- 
day. Mr. Cronyn’s amendment aims 
to prohibit for a term of five years, 
the entry into Canada of people from 


PARIS, May 1.—Serlous disorders 
occurred today In Paris on the oc- 
casion of the celebration of May Day 
French blood flowed in the streets of 
Paris and weapons that so lately had 
been used against the foe, were, turn- 
ed against friends, brothers and sis'- 


southeastern Europe. He specified a 
geographical line of demarkation. 

“It is a novel proposal,” the min- 
ister of immigration said, and Mr. 
Calder could not see clearly how the 
system could be worked. Eventually, 
after some discussion, the amendment 
was allowed to stand. It now remains 
the only topic for discussion in com- 
mittee on the bill. 

For the greater part of the day's 
sitting, the bill was under discussion. 
In the afternoon, 8S. W. Jacobs, Mon- 
treal, moved that the clause estab- 
lishing a literacy test for immigrants 
should be struck out. But his amend- 
ment was defeated by 75 to 37 on a 
straight party vote. 

Subsequently in the evening, the 
house, in committee of the whole, 
took up the bankruptcy bill presented 
by the solicitor-general. It was in 
committee when the house adjourned. 


Wants Electrocution 

H. M. Mowat introduced his bill to 
amend the criminal code. The amend- 
ment provides for the substitution of 
the electrocution instead of hanging 
for the death penalty. Hanging was 
not always properly done and the 
criminal suffered unnecessarily as a 
result of this. The bill also provided 
he sald, that executions should not 
take place at a local jail, but in‘the 
nearest provincial penitentiary where 
ae criminal would be properly guard- 
ed. 

Urges Return Farmers’ Sons 


Mr. Robb asked the minister of 
militia if arrangements could not be 
made for the discharge from military 
service of farmers’ sons, in view of 
the scarcity of farm labor. 

Maj.-Gen Mewburn replied ‘that the 
scheme was found ‘to be impossible 
and impracticable, Giving priority to 
return to any individual or classes 
created an embarrassing situation. 


NO ORDER MADE 
__.FOR EXCLUSION 
OF HUTTERITES 


OTTAWA, May 1—While it is offi- 
clally stated that no ordaritn-cenen 
affecting the Hutterites has yet been 
signed, Hon. J. A. Calder, minister 
of immigration, in the house Wed- 
nesday clearly indicated the inten- 
tion to await the passage by parlia- 
ment of the immigration Dill. In 
moving that the house proceed, with 
the consideration of clause 13, he 
said: ; 

“If action is to be taken at an 
early date or immediately to prohibit 
ithe entry of certain of these people 
|into Western Canada, I would like to

Italians Say Wilson’s Offer 


Causing General Scramble 


For Fragments of Albania 


Paris, April 30—The town of Val- 
ona, which President Wilson said 
should beivng to Italy, in his memor- 
andum to Premier Orlando, made 
public here on Tuesday night, is not 
on the Dalmatian coast, but is an Al- 
banian port now occupied by Italians, 
The Albanian delegation here is much 
exercised over this recommendation, 
and say that a selzure of Valona by 


Italy would start a movement which 
would threaten the dismemberment 
of Albania, 

Premier Venizelos haS based on 
Italy’s possession of Valona a claim 
on the Albanian islands for Greece, 
and the Serbians, encouraged by this 
action, are making proposals which 
are said to be threatening Albania's 
existence. 


Tea, Cocoa and Rum Principal 


Colonial Products Which Are 
Affected by New Preference 


London, April 30—The principal 
colonial products affected by the in- 
troduction of colonial preference in 
the budget, as announced today by 
Austen Chamberlain, chancellor of 
the exchequer, will be tea, cocoa and 
rum, but there are other products, 
like cotton, sugar, tobacco and wine 
in which there will be great oppor- 
tunities for the development of trade. 
It is considered that never was there 
a time when imperial development 
was so important, 

The preference on alcohol is one- 


third while the preference on tea, 
nearly 92 per cent, of which is 
grown within the empire, will be 


equivalent to reducing the duty and 
involve a loss of 2,200,000 pounds in 
revenue, 

It is expected the preference will 
greatly increase the consumption of 
tea. Wifty per cent, of the cocoa is 
produced within the empire and at a 
preference of seven shillings per hun- 
'dredweight, the loss in revenue will 
be 200,000 pounds. 

The increased duties on beer and 
spirits are domestic, and not custems 
duties, 

The preference on manufactured 
tobacco will be one shilling, four 
pence per pound, which is considered 
a substantial concession, and should 
increase production in India and the 
colonies. The estimated revenue from 
tobacco is 47,000,000 pounds, but only 
ltwo per cent, of it comes from empire 
sources, 

The estimated sugar revenue is 39,- 
000,000 pounds; 7 per cent of it comes 
from the empire. The preference will 
be worth four shillings per hundred- 
weight, meaning a loss of 600,000 
ponds in revenue, 

The preference on wine duties is 
levied at two rates, one shilling, three 
pence, and three shillings, according 
to the strength of the wine. Prefor- 
ence is given by a 
pence on the lower class and a ghil- 
ling on the higher class. This 
prove of importance to South Africa 
and Australia. The chancellor said 
he was unwilling to raise the duties 
on account of interest of Great Bri- 
tain’s allies, France and Portugal, 

The chancellor added that spirits 
presented the hardest problem. Ex-

London, May 1—One of the prin- 
cipal features of the arrangement for 
indemnity to Belgium, against which

The Belgian 
delegates, it is added, decline to aoc- 
cept the arrangement without con- 
sulting their government because it 
leaves undecided the proportion of 
the ultimate reparation money to be 
allotted. to Belgium. 


A Reuter dispatch from Paris states 
that a meeting of the Belgian cabinet 
has been held under the presidency 
of King Albert and that the question 
has been discussed, It has been de- 
cided, the dispatch states, that three 
members of the Belgian cabinet will 
be sent to Paris to instruct the Bei- 
gian delegates.

Brussels, April 30—Extremely 
strong measures relative to Belgium's 
demands at the peace conference have 
been decided upon by the Belgian 
government, according to the Soir. 

“Belgium will not accept the terms 
the council of three decide to impose 
on her,” the newspaper says; ‘“‘she 
will demand a complete fulfilment of 
the promise contained in the decision 
addressed to her by France, Great 
Britain, Italy and Japan and expres- 
sed in the seventh of President Wil- 
son's 14 points, and she will refuse to 
sign any peace treaty which does not 
restore Belgium to political and eco- 
nomic independence and does not en- 
tirely indemnify her for damage sus- 
tained during the war.” 


Japan Gots Shantung. 


Paris, April 830—All German rights 
at Kiao Chau and in Shantung pro- 
vince are to be transferred without 
reserve to Japan, according to an 
agreement reached today by the 
council of three. Japan voluntarily 
engages to hand back Shantung pro- 
vince in full sovereignty to China, re- 
taining only the economic privileges 
granted Germany and the right to es- 
tablish a settlement at Tsing Tao, 
south of Kiao Chau. Confidence is 
felt that the league of nations, which 
will have control over the future re- 
lations between Japan and China, 
and which will gucrantee the future 
territorial integrity and independence 
of China, will be sufficiently strong to 
safeguard Chinese interests and en-

Government Ownership of 


Railways. 


While the tariff has held the 
centre of the stage ever since par- 
liament opened, the railway ques- 
tion really looms as large or larger. | 
The government has been in con- 
trol of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way system for more than a year 
by order in council, but is now 
asking for legislation to confirm 
its position. 

The government acquired the 
Canadian Northern railway sys- 
tem by amicable agreement with 
the company, The company got ten 
millions for stock that had no pro- 
perty value and the government 
took over the indebtedness, obliga- 
tions and earning possibilities of 
the system, comprising some 9,500 
miles of line. The earnings show a 
loss of $7,000,000 on the operations 
of last year. The indebtedness for 
which the government became re- 
sponsible aggregates some 400 mil- 
lions, and the already admitted 
obligations demanded the expen- 
diture of some 30 or 40 millions 
last year on improvements with 
the construction of 350 miles of 
new line this year, This, however, 
is only the beginning, The C.N.R. 
bill now before parliament pro-| 
vides for an extension of time for| 
the construction of forty-two new 
branch railways in the West. That 
is to say: The government takes| 
power to hold the ground covered 
by these forty-two charters for) 
five years. When the lines are 
built the cost is added to the in- 
debtedness of the country. If they

They will provide 
the food which the Bolshevists should 
be raising, but which they cannot 
raise and attend to the extermination 
of their fellows at the same time. 
The latter, being the more important 
job, must be attended to first. 

In the meantime, while the Allies 
are feeding the Bolshevists, the cost 
of food in the Aliled countries creeps 
up. War bread has to be continued, 
and war prices of other foods—that 
the Bolshevists may not have to turn 
from their pleasant occupation of cut- 
ting throats to that of cutting wheat. 

If Russia is to be left alone to work

Senator Foresees Blockade and 
Wants to Know What Gov't 
It Doing to Prevent It 


OTTAWA, May 1—The problems 
lof marketing the wheat crop of Can- 
ada was brought to the senate today 
by Senator Willoughby. After noting 
the United States guarantee of the 
coming crop at $226, he asked what 
|the Canadian government was doing 
lin connection with the marketing of 
ithe coming crop He dfad mot ad- 
|vocate fixing a price, although the 
United States had done so for the 
coming summer and Great Britain 
{had fixed the price of agriculture pro- 
ducts for several years to come. It 
|was not certain that the open market 
lprice this fall would not exceed the 


| prices fixed for the United States 
crop by the United States govern- 
}ment. The problem of getting the 


‘Canadian crop to the European mar- 
|ket, where high prices might be rea- 
|\lized, was one that should take the 
jseritous attention of the Canadian 
government. 

Canada Depends on U.S, Routes. 

For the past two years the grain 
crops of Canada had been marketed 
| through United States channels owing 
to the closing of the St. Lawrence by 
winter and the great distance of the 
maritime province winter ports, The 
indications were for a thousand mil- 
Mon bushel wheat crop in the United 
States, which would leave that coun- 
}try with four tu five hundred million 
|} bushels for export The Canadian 


| |acreage this year would be large and 


a fair yleld would give a crop of 300,- 
| 000,000 bushels of wheat, which would 
lprovide for from one hundred and 
eighty to two hundred million bushels 
for export. 

Would Embargo U.S. Grain. 

There were dndications that the 
| United States would close the chan- 
|néls for the exportation of the Cana- 
dian crop. Not by way of retaliation 
but in the interests of Canada, Cana- 
dian facilities for the shipment of 
| grain should be reserved for the handl- 
ing of the Canadian crop. If Can- 
ada had 200,000,000 bushels for ship- 
ment this year, it would be seen that 
with the whole of the shipping facili- 
ties of the Dominion reserved for 
Canadian grain, there would stl be 
a surplus of 70,000,000 bushels for 
export. There would hardly be room 
for the movement of United States 
{grain through Canadian export facill- 
tles.

Action for damages to the extent of 
$10,000 is being taken in the supreme 
criminal court before Judge Scott by 
Wesley Miller against the Sturgeon 
Consolidated Collieries, Ltd., the plain- 
tiff claiming that he was permanently 
injured In the eye by the explosion of 
dynamite on the company’s premises 
last October, as a result of alleged 
negligence on the part of the company 
in not having the explosive storehouse 
securely locked, On behalf of the com- 
pany David Jones gave evidence dur- 
ing the morning asserting that the 
store-house was kept securely fasten- 
ed. Messrs. Bishop and Fraser appear- 
ed for the defendant company and C, 
¥. Newell for the plaintiff. 

A complicated wage case was open- 
ed in the supreme civil court before 
Judge Morrison on Thursday, when 
Wm. Gold of Edson*brought action 
against Wm. Sutherland and Wm. 
Gibbs, Archie Rendall and the Rendall, 
McKay Michie Lumber Co,, claiming 
wages to the extent of $631.34 and the 
execution of certain wage orders.

Czecho-Slovak soldiers will be brought from SI- 
beria to San Francisco and Victoria fur treatment, has been effected by 
British, American and Czecho-Slovak officials, it was announced here last 
night by officials of the United States shipping board, Under the con- 
templated plan, it was said, 2,000 soldiers will be brought here and the 
remainder to the British Columbia port. It was said measurvs would be 
taken to overcome ship shortage conditions, the only bar to the imme- 
diate transportation of the men. 


ITALY AWAITS ALLIES’ DECISION ' 


Rome, April 30.—The excitement throughout Italy has abated after 
the vote in the chamber of deputies, expressing confidence in Premler 
Orlando and the government. Everybody is awaiting the offect the vote 
Will Lave on the attiiude of President Wiisun and the Allled Powers, and 
the hope is generally expressed that the peace conference will see the 
necessity of satisfying the Italian claims, thus avoiding a complete rup- 
ture which, it is pointed out in certain quarters, might lead to grave con- 
sequences. 


JEWS MASSACRED AT PINSK 


London, May 1.—Fifty-six Jews have been killed in a pogrom at 
Pinsk, according to an announcement from the central office of the 
Zionist association, which recelvyed its information from the organiza- 
tion's Copenhagen bureau. Forty persons were imprisoned and brutally 
treated, it is said, and three women were flogged, one school teacher 
being rendered insane by the torture, The synagogues at Pinsk are re- 
ported to be closed, and the Jews have been impressed at forced labor. 
Military leaders are said to have demanded 100,000 marks, threatening 
to shoot Jewish. leaders if that sum ie not raised within 24 hours.

‘Trooper ‘‘Bob” Anderson, 


Edmonton’s Poet Fireman, 


Tells of Life in Germany 


Looking stalwart and fit,and 
four blue and the red “original” ser- 
vice stripes on his arm, Trooper Robt. 
©, Anderson, until the outbreak of the 
war connected with the city fire and 
health departments, returned to E4- 
monton Wednesday and is being wel- 
comed home by a host of friends, 

Trooper “Bob” went away August, 
1914, with the 19th Alberta Dragoons, 
and he has the somewhat unusual ex- 


perience of remaining throughout “he 
entire war with his old unit, going 
forward with the big advance from 


Mons and spending over two months 
with the aCnadian army of occupa- 
tion in West Prussia and Rhineland. 
hack jn 1916 the 19th Dragoons be- 
came squadron “A” in the Canadian 
Light Horse, the other squadrons be- 
ing the Hussars from London Ont., 
and the Light Horse from Regina. 
This regiment left Germany on Feb- 
ruary 2nd, stopped over for a time at 
Namur, Belgium, to dispose of the 
horses, coming on to Canada after six 
weeks in England. In Toronto the 
unit was disbanded and the men dis- 


charged, Only about 20 nen of the 
“originals’ who left Edmonton with 
the 19th came back with “A’’’ com- 
pany, amongst whom was Trooper 
Anderson. 


Those who have followed the writ- 
ings of Trooper Anderson will easily 
understand that he has a veritable 
treasure store of stories and narra- 
tives gleaned in France Belgium and 
finally in Germany, These have not 
go much to do with scenes of battle 
and bloodshed which ali good soldiers 
seem especially to keep strict silence 
about, but deal with phases of life 
and netional attitude as gathered by 
a naturally keen and gifted observer 
from opportunities such as could only 
be gained by over four terrible years 
in the war zone. 

Well Treated, : 

Mr. Anderson speaks well of the 
manner in which Canadian soldiers of 
occupation were treated in Rhineland 
and West Prussia, Nor could he ob- 
serve any evidence in physical and

A Hatless Habit. 

At Goldesburg the Canadians found 
an Englishman of standing and means 
who was married to a German wo- 
man and was forced to remain in the 
enemy country during the war, This 
man went about without a hat, haviag 
groWn accustomed to the habit by re- 
fusing to take off his hat to German 


soldiery during the war and having | 


the headpiece rather frequently 
knocked off. He got round the diffi- 
culty by leaving the hat at home, 

A German of means was shown the 
menu which the 19th squadron of 
Canadian Light Horse had served at 
a New Year's banquet in a German 
hotel at Godesburg, where the watt- 
ers were ex-German soldiers appear- 
ing in thelr uniforms (the Hetnies | 
still wearing their uniforms owing to | 
the lack of other clothing). The 
menu was printed in German with 
“God Save the King” duly affixed at | 
the bottom of the appetizing Ist. The 
German read the menu carefully and 
also the patriotic superscription 
“Vell,” he remarked, “I, too, could 
say Got Save der King if I should 
{haff such things as dot to eat.” In | 
this connection ‘Trooper Anderson 
says the Germans and French ctvill- 
ans, too, for that matter, were willing | 
to barter almost anything for choco- 
late. Soap was another unknown 
commodity. German housewives were 


willing to do a month's washing in 
return for a small bit of “saddle 
soap.” H 


German Officers Used Whips. 

German soldiers, who freely ming-

Will Property Owners of City 
Demand the Right to Redeem 


Property Sold For Taxes? 


Rests With City Council Whether Act Passed at Recent | 
Session of Legislature Shall Apply to Edmonton— 
Act Gives Owners Ten Years 
rears, Even if Property Has 


The act known as “The Arrears of 
Taxes Act,” passed at the last session 
of the provincial parliament comes 
into force in the province on May 
i7th of this year. 

Application for its provisions to be 
put into force 
October 15th of this year, 
becomes null and void, 


This is the act which allows prop- 
erty owners who are in arrears with 
their taxes to secure’ protection 
against forfeiture of thelr property by 


or the act 


spreading the payments of arrears 
and interest over a term of eight 
years, commencing 1921, It also al- 
lows owners in cases where their 


property has been sold for taxes, but 
the title pot conveyed to the purchas- 
er, to regain possession of their pro- 
perty under certain conditions. 

The act is likely to be far-reaching 
in its application the elty of Ed- 
monton, and other cities In the pro- 
vince as well as in the country dis- 
tricts, as all recent tax sales may be 
upset under {ts provisions. 

Rests With Council, 

In the first place the act says that 
any city, town or village may by reso- 
lution of the municipal councll make 
the act applicable to the municipal- 
ity. It may also be made applicable 
to any municipal district or school 
district by resolution of the couneil 
or board of trustees, with the consent 
of the minister of municipal affairs, 

It will be noted that the word 
“may” in the above makes it appear 
that the adoption of the act may be 
optional on the part of the city coun-

fairs, for the redemption of such de- 


dentures in accordance with their 
terms, or in the absence of specific 
provisions for redemption, must 
make arrangements for redemption 
with the consent of the holders. 

In orde: to conform to the act, no 
municipality can issue debentures on 
such consolidated arrears for a longer 
period than ten years, and on the re- 
demption of any outstanding deben- 
tures on the arrears of taxes, any such 
issue would become a first charge on 
the consolidated arrears,
